As a matter of fart, under the present capitalist sys¬ 
tem. wc have three cla.sses, rnuphiv speaking. 

The first class is the plutocracy, composed of wealthy 
hankers, railway magfnates, cori>oratii>n directors, trust 
magnates, etc., or people who arc doing noihinR and in¬ 
herited their wealth 

The next class is the middle class, composed chiefly 
of small manufacturers, merchants, farmers and some 
professional men. 

The third class is the proletariat, made up oi wafje 
workers and some persons in professional occupations. 

N'ow, according to the ccn.sus of I'loo. the total wealth 
of this country is alxnit $95,ooo,fxx),ooo 

The capitalist class numl>ers about 250,000 persons 
They own $67,000,000,000, nr 70 5 per cent of the total 
wealth. 

The middle class numbers about 84,50.000 persons, 
owns 524,000.000,000 or 25.3 per cent of the total value. 

The proletarian class numtrers 20,400,000 persons ac¬ 
tually employed, and owns $4,000,000,000 cr 4.2 per cent 
of the wealth. 

It is unnecessary for me here to dwell on the di (Ter¬ 
ence in the lives, mode of living and general standard 
of the dilTerent classes. 

But the existence of classes is nothing new —the class 
struggle is many thousand years old. It began the very 
moment civilization began. 

In the most democratic republic of .\thcns and the 
aristocratic republic of Sparta, and later on in Rome, the 
people were divided into difTcrent classes, with different 
rights and different duties, accordin.g to their wealth. 
Some of these cla.s.scs were hereditary to begin with— 
always provided that ttie respective family could kecji 
its wealth. In Rome, the Censor woiild assemble the 
Reman people every four years, have every citizen show- 
up his wealth and put him into hi< respective class. .\nd 
the great Cato the Censor got the honorable name of 
Censorius because he would expel from the senatorial 
class the man who could not show the necessary wealth 
to belong to that class. 

.\nd in.all these ancient civili/cd commonwealths there 
wa.s to be found a large stratum of citizens who owned 
nothing^—and which in Rome was called the proletariat, 
because the only capacity in which its mcml>crs could 
serve their country was by furnishing children for the 
state. 

Nor was this all. 

Lower still—most numerous—and Irelonging to no 
class were the slaves. They did not own their bodies.

5oclalt«t# contend that the good can 
be saved and the bad destroyed by 
converting the private monopolies 
Into public monopolies—in other 
words, by letting the government 
own tha trusts and tha p%H>ple own 
the government. This may seem like 
what Mr. Taft would call « ‘'patent 
nostrum.” It is nothing of the kind. 
It Is no more a patent nostrum than 
the trusts are patent nostrums. So- 
cJilists Inveuted neither prlvsto nor 
public rnonopoUes. SorlalUts did not 
kill rompetitloo. Competition killed 
Itself. Socialists simply were sble to 
foresee that too much comprtitlou 
would end all competition and thus give 
birth to private monopoly. And. bsTlng 
seen thus far they looked s little fur¬ 
ther snd saw that private monopoly 
would not be an unmlxed blessing n^ey 
saw that under It. robbery would ba 
practiced In naw, strange and colos¬ 
sal forms. They- knew the people 
would not like robbery In any form. 
They knew they would cry out agalost 
It as they are crying out against the 
trusts Co day. And they believed tbat 
aft^r having tried to destroy the trusts 
anu failed at that after having tried 
to regulate the trusts and failed at tbat, 
tbat the people would cease trying to 
buck evolution, and get for themselves 
the beneflts of the trusts by owning 
them. 

This Is the gist of real Socialism, the 
very core—public ownership of the 
trusts combined with public own¬ 
ership of tha government. 


rich men of the esrly eighteenth cen¬ 
tury the opporttinlty of which they 
sto^ much In need. Factories cost 
money. The workers did not have any 
The rich men did. The rich men built 
factories. Tbsl Is tn say, they thought 
they were only building factories. As 
a matter of fact, they were taking 
over, from the hands of evolution, 
the poor man's tools. Never sgatn 
were working men to own the tools of 
their trsdes. Their tools hsd gone 
down la the struggle In which the 
survivors must be the Ottest. 

All of this, the esrly Soriallsts saw or 
reasoned out. They saw the rich men 
of the day building fhetories. They saw 
those who were not quite so rich Join¬ 
ing together to build faertoriea. LJttle 
co-partnerships were springing up alt 
over the world. Everybody competed 
with everybody else In his line. Manu- 
facturrrs multiplied, and It became 
the common belief tbat “coiupetltJon 
was the life of trade.” 

The early Socialist srriters who pre¬ 
dicted the trusts did not fliers com¬ 
petition was the life of tmde. They 
believed the Inevitable tendency of 
competition was to kill Itaelf. Their 
reasoning took this form: 

Manufacturers engage In busi¬ 
ness, not because they want to 
supply goods to the public, but be¬ 
cause they want to make profita 
for themselves.
